The teachers ef the Wetaskiwin In- 
torate met in convention at 
etaskiwin on Thursday and Friday, 
10th and lith inst. Various phases 
pf echool problems and a number of 
resolutions were dealt with. 

An appropriate sequel to the con- 
vention was the well-organized and 
highly successful schocl fair and 
eports held on the exhibition grounds 
bn Saturday, October 12th, 

The school work was organized and 
kuperintended by M. 0, Neleon, B.A. 
LP.S., Wetaskiwin, and the sports 
were ably managed by BH, B. Assel- 
Stine, M.A,, principal .of Wetaskiwin 
wchools, 

All the graded and a large number 
of the ungraded schools in the inspec- 
torate competed, The general appear- 
ance, arrangement and quality of the 
exhibits were very etriking and im- 
pressive, Such a creditable display 
would scarcely be expected outside 
such jarge cducational centres as Ed- 
monton and Calgary. The judges, in 
@ome cases, experienced difficulty in 
awurding the prizes, eo close was the 


merit of the different competitors, It 
would be invidious to make compari- 
sons of the work of the different 
schools, but it js only fair to state 
that the art work of the Wetaskiwin 
schools dr clal praise, 
Judging began promptly at 10 
o'clock, as the arrangements were all 
that could be desired, the business 


was gone through like clock-work—a 
atriking contrast to some of the agri- 
cultural faire. 
Objecta Achieved 

The stated object of the fair and 
sports Was to bring town and rural 
schools, as well as the school and 
home, into closer and more aym- 
pathetic relationship to rouse a deeper 
interest on the part of the general 


public in educational work; and by 
means of friendly and interesting 
competition to encourage the pupils 
in echool work and clean, healthful

Alderman H. Milton Martin, Belgian 
counsel, has favored The Bulletin 
with a copy of the Paris Figaro of 
September 9th, which has as its lead- 
er a column and a half article on 
the part played by Britain In the 
present war. Le Figaro ts a leading 
paper of Paris, therefore of France. 
It publishes only two pages of seven 
columns each, under stress of war 
conditions. It is a somewhat remark- 
able evidence of good will that hav- 


ing only fourteen columns of space, 
the first one and a half are occupied 
by this apprecialion of Britain's part. 
The following is a transiation of 
part of the article: 
“All France is watching with pas- 


| sionate interest and an ever growing 


admiration the splendid victories of 
the British armies. Since August 8th 
all those who know something about 
heroic work have Wondered at the 
vigor with which the British soldiers 
have entered into the thick of 
battle, widening their area of opera- 
tions and pushing towards the north 
where their lines have been 
for weeks, without a break. 
“After Rawlinson, Byng, then 
Horne, then Plumer joined the fight- 


ing party, hammering and pounding 
the enemy without a moment of re- 
spite. The British bulldog has his 


teeth In the throat of the Boche and 

we may be sure ho will not let go. 
“Wht we very strongly admire in 

these British victories is the spirit of 


strong will power which has  over- 
dominated the enemy, materially ang 
morally. Tho immense superiority 
of the men, tanks, big guns, 
airplanes, and the superiority of 
energy have been revealed by 
the last successes. The “Times” 
without any exaggeration has been 


able to write that it was not only the 
Wotan line whtch the British had 
broken In pie@s, but the whole of the 
German army's prestige and modale. 
We are witnessing the collapse of 
their gigantic defences in the enst. 
The British have pierced the German 
shield where it was supposed to be 
the strongest, and it has trampled 
under foot the so-called inviolability 
of the German fronts. There is no 
one in France who does not feel a 
deep sentiment of joy and of grati- 
tude, The immense services which 
Britain has rendered us, and which 
she is rerdering, are such as can 
never be forgotten—services which 
started on the day early in August, 
1914, when, conscious of her grent 
duties towards humanity, she threw 
the mighty weight of her sword into 
the seale of war. 

“She has given us Infinitely more 
than she had promised us at the be- 
ginning of the war. Her four Ifttle 
divisions, with which General French 
landed in France in 1914, have grown 
into an immense army, and legions 
of soldiers have spring from British 
soil as from & never-ending source. 
And it must be remembered that it ts 
not only on French soi! that Britain is 
fighting. In Salonika, in Mesopo- 
tamia, in Palestine, 
feeds armies of men who fight our 
battles and win our victories. 

“Lord Northcliffe declared publicly 
the other day that the killed of Brit- 
ain numbered 900,000. There is no 
need to say more. The sacrifices of 
the navy, the immense osilaboration 
of which has rendered pessible the 
splendid help of the American nation, 
is another phase of the might of the 
British natton whieh is today the ar- 
mour plate of the industrial and 
economic forces of our coalition. 

“For four years now England has 
maintained without flinching this 
marvellous military, naval and eco- 
nomic effort. Today that effort is the 
pledge of our victory; tomorrow the 
peace of the world will have in her

“Sim—In accordance with instruc- 
tions received from Lt.-Col, Belcher 
and in behalf of the officers and men 
of the 188th Overseas Battalion of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force, I have 
the honor to inform you that these 
are the colors of their battalion, and 
to requeet that they be deposited here 
for safe keeping as a token of their 
gratitude to Almighty God, by whom 
alone victory is secured, for His provi- 
dential care and gracious benediction 
granted them in the discharge of duty. 
In so acting they desire also to pro- 
vide @ memorial to the men of all 
ranks who enlisted under these colors, 
and to afford an inspiration for patri- 
otic service and sacrifice to all who 
may worship here for all time to 
come.” 

Dr. McQueen, the officiating clergy- 
man, replied in these words: 

In the faith of Jesus Christ we ac- 
cept these colors for the glory of God 
and in memory of those who were 
faithful, many of them even unto 
death, in the sacred cauese of king and 
country, and in confidence of the in- 
spiration they will afford to all who 
may behold them. In the name of 
the M&ther, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen, 

The colors were then handed to the 
minister and deposited behind the 
altar, following which Dr. J. M, Miller 
gave a short address on thankfulness, 
making particular reference to the 
thanks of the people for the devotion 
and courage of the men who had gone 
overseas to fight, some of whom had 
been faithful unto death. 

The proceedings terminated with the 


| singing of “Fight the Good Fight,” by 


tne congregation and the sounding of 
the “Last Post.” 

The guard of honor consisted of 30 
returned men, who had been wounded 
in action. Phe escort entered the 
church with fixed bayonets, As show-
